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APB Hears Owners Plans for Apartments 
Or Highrise Offices in Greenbelt East 


THE FESTIVAL OF LIGHTS 
WILL BEGIN THIS WEEKEND

Sparks aren’t flying, but excitement is burning as the 
opening ceremonies for the 16th Annual Festival of Lights 
draw near. 

The festival will ignite at Roosevelt Center, Fri., Dec. 
4 at 6:45 p.m. with a flag raising ceremony at the newly 
renovated flagpole adjacent to Mellon bank. (See separate 
story.)

At its November 4 meet¬ 
ing, the city’s Advisory 
Planning Board (APB) was 
faced with a choice between 
two plans for the develop¬ 
ment of the Sunrise Proper¬ 
ty.. APB met with Jim Mc- 
Caig, owner of the property, 
attorney Russell Shipley and 
architect Jack Thrower to 
discuss the new proposal. 

The parcel, also known as 
the Bednarik property, is a 
10-acre tract located along 
Hanover Parkway south of 
the Maryland Trade Center. 
A three-acre parcel owned 
by Michael T. Rose lies be¬ 
tween the property and the 
Green way Village apart¬ 
ments. 

The land is currently zoned 
for high-rise apartments, a use 
long opposed by the city. Re¬ 
cently the owners have offered an 
alternative proposal to construct 
an office complex on the site, if 
the city supports the necessary 
rezoning. 

APB member Gary Cohn said 
the overall impact of the develop¬ 
ment of the property concerns 
him, Cohn was also worried that 
rezoning would set a precedent 
for other rezoning applications. 

Cohn admitted that part of 
his opposition reflected his pref¬ 
erence for single-family homes. 
However, he recognized that that 
is not an available alternative 
for this property. 

Bobbi McCarthy of APB was 
dismayed by the massiveness of 
both the commercial and the resi¬ 
dential proposals She said that 
to put a massive office complex 
next to the apartments is less 
compatible than another apart¬ 
ment complex would be. 

McGaig said he and his part¬ 
ner could go with either devel¬ 
opment proposal, but that they 
had conceived the commercial 
alternative in part because of 
the city’s opposition to addition¬ 
al rental housing. He reminded 
the board that he has the right 
to go ahead with the apartment 
development. 

APB member Bill Wilkerson 
noted that this proposal contra¬ 
dicts the current practice of 
lessening the density of develop¬ 
ment along Hanover Parkway 
on properties farther back from 
Greenbelt Road, 

APB chairman Don Volk call¬ 
ed the choice between residential 
and commercial use a toss-up 
and said he was more concerned 
about the size of the project. 
He said that the proposed $00, 
000 square feet was larger than 
he had expected. 

No member of APB voiced a 
final position on the new pro¬ 
posal. The board accepted Me- 
Caig’s offer to prepare a scale 


model of the project for APB’s 
review. J. Davis, of APB. re¬ 
quested that they also provide 
line-of-sight sketches showing 
the project from various view¬ 
points in the city. 

Apartment Plan 

The residential plan calls for 
almost 500 apartment units com¬ 
prising 500,000 square feet in 
two 11-story buildings. Each of 
the buildings would have two 
wings angling in a wide 
V-shape away from the other 
building. A two - story lobby 
would join the two buildings. 
Together, the buildings would 
stretch close to all four corners 
of the property in an X-shape. 

Shipley said that they have 
obtained water and sewage au¬ 
thorizations and that construc¬ 
tion on the apartments is sched¬ 
uled to begin in the spring. The 
first tenants could move in 18 
months later, according to Ship- 
ley. 

However, Shipley said that the 
owners prefer to build offices. 
McCaig sa*d that commercial 
space is more profitable in the 
long run. The total value of the 
office complex would be near 
$100 million, versus $42 million 
for the apartments. 

The office complex would be 
better for the city as well, ac¬ 
cording to Shipley. Because of 
its higher value it will generate 
more taxes than the residential 
property, and should require few¬ 
er services. He said that offices 
generate fewer trips than apart¬ 
ments and generate few evening 
and weekend trips, thus con- 
flic ling less with residential traf¬ 
fic than the apartment project 
would. 

Office Plan 

The office plan, described by 
Shipley, calls for three office 
towers and a total of 612,000 
square feet. In comparison, city 
Planning and Development Co¬ 
ordinator Celia Wilson said the 
Maryland Trade Center will 
contain approximately 480.COO 


On the developer’s drawing 
boards at this time for the 103- 
acre tract are 175 single-family 
detached homes to be constructed 
in the existing rural-residential 
zone. The new set of plans re¬ 
places those calling for 218 
townhouses and 125 single-fam- 


square feet in three buildings 
when complete. 

The three buildings would 
vary in size with nine, 11 and 
13 stories Because of the slope 
of the land, the tallest building 
would appear to be only two 
stories higher than the shortest. 

The first building to be con¬ 
structed would be the closest to 
the Beltway. It would contain 
approximately 167,000 square 
feet in nine floors. The other two 
buildings would be constructed 
as rental demand indicated. 

As described by Thrower, the 
three buildings would be placed 
approximately 45 feet apart, 
perpendicular to the Beltway on 
the portion of the property clos¬ 
est to the Maryland Trade Cen¬ 
ter. Between the office buildings 
and the Greenway Village Apart¬ 
ments, three parking garages 
would be built, with a single 
entry road off Hanover Parkway. 
Tho garages, like the buildings, 
would take advantage of the 
topography by increasing in 
height as the land slopes down. 
He said that the parking decks 
would be “just visible over the 
trees” from the Beltway. 

Thrower called the design not 
“visually aggressive” with a 
“quiet elegance” obtained by 
sheathing the building in a dark 
glass curtain wall of dark grey 
or green. He assured APB that 
no reflective wail covering would 
be used. 

Although detailed plans for 
signage have not yet been de¬ 
veloped, McCaig said he would 
be willing to cede control of 
signage to the city, with the un¬ 
derstanding that it will not b-^ 
unreasonably withheld He said 
that he would be willing to con¬ 
sider alternatives to concrete 
for the garages in order to make 
them less visible. 

McCaig assured the board that 
he is not going to invest $100 
million in a project and do it 
lightly. He sa : d he wanted to 
set standards for quality in com¬ 
mercial development.

As the word of Joseph Wilson’s 
death spread, the students and 
faculty at Springhill Lake Ele¬ 
mentary School began to deal 
with the loss of one of their 
own. According to Principal 
Stanley J. Klein, the first grader 
was a special youngster who held 
a unique place in the school 
community, 

Joe was killed last week when 
he ran behind a de ] ivery van that 
was backing up in a Springhill 
Lake parking lot. 

Joe found ways to help out in 
many aspects of the school’s daPy 
life. He showed new students 
around the school, encouraged 
the kitchen staff and held regu¬ 
lar consultations with the school 
custodian.

A memorial service was held 
at Holy Redeemer Catholic 
Church. Klein delivered the eu¬ 
logy.

Co-op Mails Patronage 
Refunds to Members

The Greenbelt Co-op super¬ 
market and service station mail¬ 
ed their 1987 patronage refunds 
to members this week. The re¬ 
fund totaled $68,693, amounting 
to 2A r /c of member purchases. 

The Co-op’s income for the 
1986-87 fiscal year amounted to 
$137,385. The refund was paid 
from this, plus $17,120 was paid 
in federal and state income taxes, 
and $51,573 was added to re¬ 
serves. 

The patronage refund was di¬ 
vided three ways: $14,539 went 
to cash vouchers. $26,479 to 
member capital and $26 675 to 
loan capital. After distribution 
member capital totaled $217,346 
and loan capital totaled $89,7C9. 

Total membership in the Co-op 
is now 2410. Of these, 451 have 
between $100 and $200 in capital. 
In addition, there are 514 mem¬ 
bers with more than $200 invest¬ 
ed in the Co-op.

Sove the Green Belt 

The News Review editorial of 
May 9, 1985 reads in part: “A 
few years ago, Greenbelt was a 
small town beautifully surround¬ 
ed by woodlands. Now. only scat¬ 
tered oases of green remain to 
offer respite from our urban 
clutter. Many of these spots are 
privately owned and ripe for 
clearing and construction. If 
some of these forested areas are 
not acquired soon with public 
money for public use. the pleas¬ 
ure they give us will be lost for¬ 
ever. This is why passing the 
proposed municipal bond issue 
during the referendum next 
Tuesday is so urgent a matter 
for all of us.” 

In no way could I express my 
thoughts better, so I copied the 
words of the editorial, which is 
more relevant today than ever. 
For the headline of the Novem¬ 
ber 26 issue of the News Review 
reads: “Townhouses, Detached 
Homes Proposed for Underde¬ 
veloped Parcel 1 in North End.” 

The city has finally sold five 
million dollars worth of bonds, 
so it has the money to buy the 
land. The legal papers, under 
“Application of Proceeds.” spell 
out that proceeds from the sale 
of the Bonds will he used (among 
a long list of public improve¬ 
ments) for . . acquisition and 
development of one or more 
tracts of land to prov : de addi¬ 
tional City parks, athletic fields, 
a.id playgrounds.” 

I therefore urge everyone to 
sign the petition to “Save the

1 as is possible and urges the 
exploration of options to raise 
additional funds for the acqui¬ 
sition of the entire parcels. Any¬

An Unsafe Sidewalk 

This fall a new sidewalk was 
constructed on the corner of 
Crescent Road and Gardenway. 
across from the Mobil station.

I remember as a child my par¬ 
ents forbidding the family from 
using the dirt path across from 
Woody’s (Mobil) to go to the 
Center. Instead they encour¬ 
aged us to use the underpass 
located just a few yards from 
the path. We largely ignored 
this advice, opting to cross the 
road because it was faster. Be¬ 
sides we never heard of anyone 
getting hit by a car in Green¬ 
belt! Well, those days were 
short-lived, for a few years lat¬ 
er, a citizen was killed at this 
intersection while trying to get 
across the street to the dirt 
path. 

Now that the dirt path is 
paved, its use has increased. One 
morning this week while passing 
this intersection 1 observed sev¬ 
eral very young children going 
to school. These children were 
in a sprinting runner’s starting 
position readying themselves for 
the next opportunity to cross the 
busy street. This scene really 
scared me. prompting the writ¬ 
ing of this letter. Not only is 
there no safe landing in front 
of the service station, but these 
children must also cross the en¬ 
trances of the service station, 
the realty office, and Roosevelt 
Center before they are safe from 
vehicular traffic. 

The building of sidewalks is 
to provide a margin of safety for 
those walking from the dangers 
of vehicular traffic. They should 
not promote the unnecessary 
crossing of dangerous roadways.

Metro will be here in a few 
years, bringing with it even 
greater pressure for development 
of our last remaining open 
spaces. The issue in Parcel I is 
not single-family homes versus 
townhouses; it is this; in this 
50th year of Greenbelt, do we 
really want to kiss away one of 
the last remaining fragments of 
our green belt? Once made, that 
decision could never be reversed. 

I beg council to fight any de¬ 
velopment on Parcel 1, and I 
urge all those who feel as I do 
to attend the council meeting on 
December 8,

IRS to Provide Free Guides to New Tax Law

As general editor Mary 
Lou Willimson writes in her 
acknowledgments for Green- 
belt's 50th anniversary book, 
“In Greenbelt, everything is 
done by committee, and this 
volume is no exception/’ 
This is both the strength of 
Greenbelt and the weakness 
of “Greenbelt: History of a 
New Town 1937-1987/’ 

The book is roughly chron¬ 
ological and largely pictorial, 
with several pages of text in¬ 
troducing each section. 

The book is roughly chrono¬ 
logical and largely pictorial with 
several pages of text introduc¬ 
ing each section. 

The warmth, the human ele¬ 
ment is in the pictures — and 
in what may be considered a 
companion volume, “Looking 
Back," a collection of recollec¬ 
tions of 79 past and present 
Greenbelters compiled for the 
50th anniversary dinner-dance. 

It’s a shame the two efforts 
weren't combined, because the 
recollections in one book com¬ 
plement the pictures in the oth¬ 
er. 

Unfortunately, the text of the 
bound and professionally-printed 
“Greenbelt: History of a New 
Town" is for the most part dry, 


a two-dimensional recitation of 
facts. Except for the early chap¬ 
ters, it has all the excitement of 
a set of minutes recording the 
activities of the City Council. 

Fortunately, the book — of 
which only 2,000 copies were 
printed — is mostly photo¬ 
graphs, and they alone are 
worth the $25 price of admission. 
The bulk of them picture the 
early years. There are many 
views of Greenbelt being built 
and of the early “utopia" years, 
when everyone looked happy and 
everything was new. 

Of course, there are some 
ironies in the pictures, not noted 
in the captions but apparent 
from a close reading of the text. 
For example, blacks helped build 
Greenbelt but were barred from 
living there, the text notes. Yet, 
since Greenbelt was more pro¬ 
gressive even in the segregated 
South, blacks were served at 
its lunch counters. The pictures 
of New Deal make-work, use of 
wheelborrows instead of ma¬ 
chines, are also fascinating. 

The epilogue (five paragraphs 
written by three people) seems 
a bit too self-congratulatory. 
Greenbelt ain't what it was and 
never will be. But it is good to 
recall its origins, trials and trib¬ 
ulations as the original dream 
largely fell victim to the forces 
of economics, politics, reaction 


and development. 

And it is well to recognize, too, 
that the dream survives, even in 
a Depression-era town of gov¬ 
ernment superblocks now sur¬ 
rounded by superhighways, shop¬ 
ping centers and high-rise office 
buildings. I found the most mov¬ 
ing reminder of this in the re¬ 
union dinner book, in a letter 
from Alexa Lauber Kiefner, 
raised in Greenbelt in the 1960s, 
glad to be away for a few years 
and now grateful to be back. 

“Growing up and living in a 
town like Greenbelt is a privi¬ 
lege," she wrote. “I am very 
much aware of this after living 
and working in New York City 
for almost four years . . . Why 
did I leave ? I wanted a chal¬ 
lenge. . , . 

“I don't want to sound too 
corny, but I just wanted to share 
my feelings about Greenbelt, and 
to say, don't ever take it for 
granted. Sometimes I think it's 
best to experience another place, 
because then you really know 
what you want."

Although the Greenbelt Mu¬ 
seum is one of the smallest of 
the row-type housing built by 
the federal government in 1937, 
it has one of the largest kitchen 
cabinets—a three section model, 
46 inches long. In the process of 
restoration, the original counter- 
top disappeared and though sev¬ 
eral replacements have been of¬ 
fered, none has proven to be 
the correct size. So, anyone who 
may have a spare 46-inch-long 
kitchen countertop stashed away 
in an attic—or anyone who is 
remodeling a kitchen soon and 
will be disposing of a kitchen 
countertop—is urged to contact 
the Greenbeit Museum at 474- 
1036. 

Other items that the museum 
members are looking for include 
pots and pans for the kitchen. 
Anyone have a 193t*s-1940s tea 
kettle? The museum was fortu¬ 
nate to receive a donation of 
three place settings of Harle¬ 
quin ware, a popular type of 
china produced during the 303 
and 40? that an average family 
of middle income might have 
purchased. Anne Miglis donated 
the china which is turquoise in 
color. Additional pieces—such as 
the creamer and sugar bowl, salt 
and pepper shakers—are also 
needed. 

When the Lass cl] family, who 
were the first to occupy 10-3 
Crescent Road, rnovtd to Green¬ 
belt, Mrs. Las sell brought the 
family's pictures to hang on the 
wall. These included a reproduc¬ 
tion of Thomas Gainsborough's 
“Blue Boy”. The museum mem¬ 
bers are looking for similar 
framed pictures that might be 
typical <xf the period between 
1035-19*15. Table lamps, clothing, 
books and magazines would also 
be most welcome donations.

Council Hears Plan for Matching Office 
Building Alongside Commerce Center 1

At its regular meeting on 
November 16, the Greenbelt 
city council heard about a 
plan to construct another of¬ 
fice building adjacent to 
Commerce Center 1, the 
large new red building with 
green glass windows which 
occupies a site at the south¬ 
east corner of Greenbelt 
Road and Hanover Parkway. 
The tract under discussion 
for the second building is the 
Smith-Ewing Lot 2, where 
a residential hotel was plan¬ 
ned when zoning for the 
three lots making up the 
Smith-Ewing property was 
put in place. Lot 2 is spe¬ 
cifically restricted by coven¬ 
ants to a corporate suite ho¬ 
tel designed to house guests, 
often business travelers, in 
suites for short stays. 

Richard Reed of the law firm 
Fossett and Brugger represented 
the. Midland Company, This com¬ 
pany and the Rubin Company 
developed Commerce Center 1, 
and also intend to develop Smith- 
Ewing Lot 3, where low-rise 
commercial office buildings are 
planned. Only the Midland Com¬ 
pany is proposing to develop Lot 
2. According to Reed. Hotel In¬ 
vestors Trust, the current owner 
of Lot 2, was restructured in a 
corporate takeover and is no 
longer in the hotel development 
business. 

Celia Wilson, the city’s Plan¬ 
ning and Development Coordina¬ 
tor, said that Hotel Investors 
Trust had indicated to her that 
the firm would not hold the prop¬ 
erty but would attempt to sell 
it. Reed told council that the 
firm he represented was paying 
the owner of the lot $20,000 to 
keep the lot off the market for 
the present. Reed said that the 
possibility of the lot’s being sold 
for the construction of a budget 
hotel was of concern to his client 
because it would detract from 
the other two sites and lower the 
quality of development in the 
surrounding area. For that rea¬ 
son, the firm had taken an op¬ 
tion on the land to see if it 
would be possible to get approval 
of another office building. 

The plan Reed presented called 
for a six-story building contain¬ 
ing 128,000 square feet. The 
building would be one story 
higher than the building already 
completed but, because of the 
lay of the land, the tops of the 
buildings would be at the same 
height. The exterior of the build¬ 
ings would be of the same ma¬ 
terials. Since the proposed 
building would be taller, the 
‘footprint’ would be smaller. The 
plan also proposes to turn the 
building with the narrow side 
facing Hanover Parkway and 
the Glen Ora Gardens homes be¬ 
hind it to minimize its apparent 
size. The smaller footprint also 
allows for more parking. 

Reed pointed out that a high- 
rise building would allow more 
buffering between the homes and 
the building than a low-rise ho¬ 
tel would have had; and that the 
land around the building drops 
20 feet below the homes so that 
parking should not be visible 
from the homes. He admitted, 
however, that an office building 
would generate more traffic than 
a hotel but insisted that a high- 
rise office building generates less 
traffic than a low-rise town- 
house-type of office building. 


The city’s Advisory Planning 
Board, while not rejecting the 
plan, said in its report that ho¬ 
tel development would be pre¬ 
ferred. It suggested that traffic 
impact, visual scale, and buffer¬ 
ing and berming of the area 
between the residences and the 
building were among the areas 
of concern. 

Homeowner Reaction 

City Manager James K. Giese’s 
report to council indicated that 
the board of directors of Wind¬ 
sor Green had supported the of¬ 
fice building plan, although Wil¬ 
son said she “didn’t have this 
in writing.” Gary M. Kittay, a 
resident of Windsor Green, then 
left the council meeting, took 
this statement to a meeting of 
the Windsor Green board (tak¬ 
ing place at the same time) and 
returned to tell city council that 
the board neither supported nor 
rejected the plan. Kittay, when 
asked for his own opinion by 
council member Antoinette Bram, 
said that, like the Windsor 
Green board, he had an open 
mind. 

Council, after emphasizing that 
they wanted to get much more 
input from residents, chose to 
discuss the plan further in a 
work session. No date was set 
for the work session, which will 
probably be after January 1. 
Council member Edward Putens 
advised the developer to meet 
with the homeowner associations 
and coalition of associations in 
Greenbelt East before the work 
session. 

Senior Citizen Task Force 

Also deferred to a work ses¬ 
sion was a resolution put forth 
by Putens to form a senior citi¬ 
zen task force. This resolution 
would set up a group to develop 
recommendations on a compre¬ 
hensive senior citizen policy. The 
resolution had been given a first 
reading at the council meeting 


on November 2 and Putens said 
he would like to see it move 
forward. 

However, the city staff recom¬ 
mended that passage of the reso¬ 
lution be delayed until after a 
work session where such sub¬ 
jects as the size of the task 
force, the relationship of the 
work of the task force to the 
consultant’s study dealing with 
many of the same tasks, and the 
previous study by the Commun¬ 
ity Relations Advisory Board 
could be considered. 

Ann Pisano of Lakewood urged 
that the council should “get the 
task force started and then- 
worry about all the rest of those 
things.” Council, however, on a 
motion by Bram. voted unani¬ 
mously to defer the resolution to 
a work session where the con¬ 
sultant who made the recent 
study, Dr. Therese van Houten, 
will be present. The work session 
was set for December 3. 

Petitions 

Bill Rowland, Jr., a former 
employee of the Public Works 
Department petitioned council to 
improve safety measures in city 
operations. He also asked council 
to consider payment of certain 
medical fees and reimbursement 
of back pay during a period when 
he had been dismissed from his 
job and subsequently reinstated. 
He had finally resigned his job 
on November 4. In response to a 
question by Bram, he said he 
had resigned because of unsafe 
working conditions. Rowland 
charged that unsafe practices in 
the Public Works Department 
had persisted during the time he 
had been employed there. 

Rowland brought to the coun¬ 
cil nine recommendations on im¬ 
proving safety on city public 
works jobs. These suggestions 
included improved training! for 
new employees, defensive djriver 
training, more supervisory! in¬ 


volvement, banning of open un¬ 
shored trench work in the city, 
and prompt vehicle repair. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld, clearly 
unwilling to get into personnel 
matters in a council meeting, 
suggested that the matter be de¬ 
layed until the decision of the 
Employee Relations Board had 
been reviewed by Giese. Council 
member Thomas White indicated 
that he thought that review 
should be accelerated. 

More Petitions 

Alice Robinson of Research 
Road appeared before council to 
support Putens’ resolution to 
form a senior citizens task 
force, but she also raised a 
question regarding enforcement 
of the city’s animal control regu¬ 
lations and asked to see the list 
of citations issued under the 
regulations. 

According to Robinson’s state¬ 
ment, she had been told by a 
member of the police force that 
council did not want the animal 
control regulations enforced. 
Council members vehemently de¬ 
nied this allegation. Robinson 
then explained that she is being 
annoyed by a barking dog and 
cannot get the police, the animal 
control wardens or Greenbelt 


Homes, Inc. (where she lives) to 
do anything about the problem. 

City Solicitor Robert Manzi 
explained that the police can is¬ 
sue citations for life-threatening 
infractions under the aniirial con¬ 
trol regulation (dog bites, for 
example) but that the city ordi¬ 
nance leaves enforcement of less 
serious cases to the county Ani¬ 
mal Control Commission. He add¬ 
ed that Robinson could try to 
get enforcement through the 
courts, but that courts are reluc¬ 
tant to hear such cases because 
of the press of other cases. 

Council also received a peti¬ 
tion from the Greenbelt Volun¬ 
teer Fire Department and Res¬ 
cue Squad, Inc. asking that that 
organization become part of the 
annual budget process under the 
public safety section. The letter 
from the department specifically 
asked that the city forgive a 
loan made to construct an addi¬ 
tion to the fire station and to 
obtain some funds to apply to¬ 
ward needed equipment. 

In accordance with council 
rules, action was not taken on 
any of these petitions but was 
deferred to a later meeting to 
allow the city staff to assemble 
the relevant facts.

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Museum Gets $2000 Gift 
From Coakley & Williams

Maryland Trade Center Park 
developers Coakley and Williams 
presented the Friends of the 
Greenbelt Museum (FOGM) with 
a two-thousand-dollar ceremon¬ 
ial check last month after hold¬ 
ing a 10-kilometer benefit race on 
its home ground. 

According to Coakley and 
Williams spokesman Steve Wil¬ 
liams, the museum contribution 
is being made in commemoration 
of Greenbelt’s Fiftieth Anniver¬ 
sary. Ceremonial checks were 
also presented to the Columbia 
Lighthouse for the Blind, $10 
thousand; and to WLTT’s Good- 
lite fund. $2 thousand. WLTT, 
a local F.M. radio station, co¬ 
sponsored the race. (A ceremon¬ 
ial check is a super-sized check 
for presentation purposes; the 
money follows later in a regular¬ 
sized check). 

According to FOGM president 
Sandra Barnes, the money has 
not been earmarked for any spe¬ 
cific purpose, but it is likely, she 
said, to go toward converting 
the museum garage into office 
space. Barnes said that along 
with the garage conversion. 
FOGM is focusing its fund rais¬ 
ing efforts toward hiring a part- 
time curator for the museum, 
and for educational programs and 
exhibits, Barnes said FOGM ad¬ 
visory board member Bernard 
Farehino. a Coakley & Williams 
representative, played a key role 
in the event. 

Coakley & Williams, which 
owns Maryland Trade Centers 
I and II and the Greenbelt Holi¬ 
day Inn. is building its third 
commercial office building. Ac¬ 
cording to Williams, excavation 
for Maryland Trade Center III 
has taken place and the build¬ 
ing’s footing has been poured. 
Williams said the scheduled 
completion date of the 12-story 
building is Spring 1989.

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Eye Exams Offered 
To Needy Elderly 

Anyone who knows an older 
person who needs medical eye 
care, but cannot afford it should 
ask him to call 1.800-222-EYES, 
the toll-free Helpline operated by 
the National Eye Care Project. 
Eligible callers will receive a re¬ 
ferral to a nearby eye physician 
and surgeon (ophthamologist) 
who has volunteered to provide 
care. 

Every patient will be given a 
comprehensive medical eye exam¬ 
ination for eye diseases and any 
needed treatment to protect vis¬ 
ion. Services of the volunteer op¬ 
hthamologist are provided at no 
nut-of-pocket cost to the patient. 
For this project, volunteer oph- 
thamologists are accepting Med¬ 
icare and/or other health insur¬ 
ance assignment as payment in 
full for their services. If the pa¬ 
tient has no insurance coverage, 
medical eye care is provided 
without charge. 

Although there is no financial 
qualification fur the program, the 
emphasis of the project is to help 
those who may be without the 
itnrans to pay -those who need 
the care the most. 

To be eligible, a person must 
be age 65 or older, a U.S. citizen, 
and no longer have access to an 
ophthamologist he or she has 
seen in the past. The National 
Eye Care Project is designed to 
provide comprehensive medical 
eye examinations and treatment 
to prevent or control eye dis¬ 
eases. Eyeglasses are not cov- 


"Kitchens are 
sensibly modern"

In the fall of 1937, it seemed 
as though everyone in the coun¬ 
try wanted to know more about 
this special community. No de¬ 
tail was too small to be reported 
and picked up by large and small 
newspapers across the U.S. One 
very detailed account of Green¬ 
belt was written by William Ut¬ 
ley and appeared in the Minne¬ 
apolis (Minnesota) “Headlight.” 

Utley provided a detailed phy¬ 
sical description of the commun¬ 
ity, emphasizing the layout of 
the town and details of the 
homes and other buildings. Cur¬ 
rent residents may be able to 
recognize it. 

About the homes, he said, 
“kitchens are sensibly modern, 
compact, economical — but not 
faddish. There are metal cup¬ 
boards with deep shelves and 
smooth, easy-dusting doors. All 
fixtures are sturdy and in good 
taste. Foundations and walls 
have been built to last a hun¬ 
dred years. ’ 

Of what is now Greenbelt Cen¬ 
ter Elementary School, Utley 
commented that “the (school) is 

ered by the program. 

If hospitalization is needed, 
volunteer ophthamologists may 
be able to work with the patient 
to obtain needed care. Hospital 
charges are not covered under 
this program or by the doctor. 
The National Eye Care Project 
is for needy persons who do not 
have an ophthamologist.

Metro Offers Storm Tips 

Metro encourages commuters 
to use the bus and subway sys¬ 
tems during stormy weather. In¬ 
formation about bus routes and 
schedules should be obtained in 
advance by calling the transit 
information operators between 6 
a.m. and 11:30 p.m. at 637-7000 
seven days a week. They can 
provide bus timetables and 
routes and scheduling informa¬ 
tion. 

Those who live or work near 
a Metrorail station may want to 
keep a few round-trip farecards 
to use in emergencies to av^d 
long lines at the farecard ma¬ 
chines. 

Metro advises riders to F'tart 
out early in the morning. If it 
snows during the day, stay un¬ 
til regular evening rush-hour 
bus and rail service begins. 
WMTA generally cannot mobil¬ 
ize buses for mid-day rush-hour 


service. 

In addition, although bus op¬ 
erators are on the job very ear¬ 
ly in a weather emergency, the 
buses may get stuck in traffic. 
As a result, buses may run later 
than scheduled, and service may 
be rerouted to snow emergency 
routes when accumulation ex¬ 
ceeds six inches. If neighborhood 
streets are icy or impassable, bus 
riders should walk to the near¬ 
est major road.

What Are Magnetic Braces? 

Braces have traditionally 
been used with some form of 
elastics (rubber bands) to 
move and straighten crooked 
teeth. The results are achiev¬ 
ed through the application of 
a constant force for a partic¬ 
ular amount of time. Unfor¬ 
tunately, rubber bands tend to 
be difficult to insert and ore 
easily broken. In many cases, 
patients fail to use the rubber 
bands properly leading to pro¬ 
longed treatment time and pos¬ 
sible root or gum problems. - 
One idea recently intro¬ 
duced has been the use of 
small magnets, attached to 
wires fitted to the teeth, 
which pull the teeth toward 
each other. The force of at¬ 
traction is especially import¬ 
ant, since it will increase as 
the teeth come closer togeth¬ 
er, thus leading to less treat¬ 
ment time. 

Clinical testing of this tech¬ 
nique is currently under way 
and early findings seem very 
positive. It is expected that 
the magnets will be available 
for general use within 2 years
